To Tenant Families And 


Sharecroppers In'!State 


Gone with the wind of darker 
days are the hardships once ex- 
perienced by the sharecropper and 
tenant farmer of Alabama, a re- 
port by M. H, Pearson of Auburn, 
State Director of the Farm Securi- 
ty Administration, discloses, 

The sharecropper is becoming a 
thing of the past and the tenant 
farmer is being given an oppor- 
tunity to purchase his own farm, 
The farm families are leading 
healthier lives through being 
taught to raise foods for their own 
Subsistence which carry them 
through the Winter. In other 
ways, notably sanitation and reno- 
vation of houses, healthy living is 
being promoted, 

Farmers and their families who 
otherwise would be stranded are 
being settled on up-to-date mod- 
ern farms on rural projects. 

Mr, Pearson's report reveals a 
total of 31,861 of the 273,778 fam- 
ilies of the State were receiving 
FSA assistance on June 30, 1939, 
This number includes some of the 
original 1935 list who have not yet 
been rehabilitated, as well as oth- 
ers added in years since then, 

Besides loans, the help to these 
farmers includes technical advice 
on management of farm and home. 
A balanced farming program to 
meet each family’s needs is work- 
ed out with the cooperation of 


WSA supervisors. The families 
are visited and the year’s work 
planned. These include ways of 


enabling children to attend school 
and making medical aid available, 

Loans are made to a limited 
number of deserving tenants, 
sharecroppers and farm laborers 
te purchase family size farms. 
Those overburdened with debts 
are given adjustments satisfactory 
to the creditor. Loans are made 
to groups of low-income farmers 
for heavy farm machinery, pure- 
bred sires or other needs indivi- 
duals cannot meet, 

In 1935, before the’ resettlement 
program was initiated, a census 
revealed that 64.5 per cent of all 
farmers in Alabama were tenants 
or sharecroppers. Possessions of 
some 13,000 rural families trans- 
ferred from relief roils to what is 
now the FSA averaged but $3.03 
per family. Their average cash 
farm income had‘ been only $91 
per family, or $15 per person, for 
the previous year. ‘They lacked 
farming and household equipment. 
They subsisted on a diet of mainly 
bread, fatback, ‘bacon and syrup,” 
end pellagra and other deficiency 
diseases resulted, 

At the end of 1938, under the 
FSA program, the net worth of 


each family aided jumped to 
$442.15, 
Rural rehabilitation loans in 


Alabama since the program was 
started in 1935 up to July 31, 1939, 
totaled $14,540,224.10. The money 
went from the farmers into local 
channels of trade. The average 
loan per family during the year 
ending June 30, 1938, was $186.87. 
An increase of 107.5 per cent was 
made during the 1938-39 fiscal year 
in the number of families assisted. 
New families added to the bene- 
fits raised the loans to an average 
of $300.69. 

As rehabilitation families have 
become more supporting, the loan 
average has decreased. 

Wholesome foods are made pos- 
sible through the requirement that 
the families maintain fenced gar- 
dens. Meat, vegetable and milk 
needs have been increased.

ARE ADEQUATE 


WASHINGTON, D, GC.—It has 
been officially announced that there 
is no danger of a shortage of pot- 
ash fertilizers during the coming 
season, This comes as welcome and 
reassuring news to thousands of 
farmers, agricultural officials, and 
fertilizer men. Ever since the war 
broke out in Hurope, they had been 
asking, “Will there be enough pot- 
ash fertilizer this year?” 

The critical searcity of potash 
and skyrocketing of its price during 
the World War are still fresh in 
many minds. Prior thereto potash 
had to be imported from European 
countries. For a period during the 
World War it was almost impossi- 
ble to get any potash for fertilizer, 
Yields and quality of crops suffered 
from lack of this important plant 
food, and it became impossible to 
farm some soils that were espe- 
cially deficient in potash. 

Today, the situation is very dif- 
ferent, there now being several 
sources of American production, 
Even before the World War, some 
work had been done to locate pot- 
ash in this country. Deposits were 
found in several western States, 
those at Searles Lake, California, 
being particularly important, and 


efforts to develop these were re- 


doubled when the material became 
so scarce, After the war, the search 
continued, leading to the establish- 
ment on a permanent basis of the 
industry in California and the de- 
velopment of a potash industry in 
New Mexico. 

In recent years the production of 
the California company and two 
companies in New Mexico has sup- 
plied a large share of American 
potash requirements. These com- 
panies are working their plants at 
full capacity, and their production 
added to imported stocks assures 
farmers of all the potash they need 
during the coming year. ‘These 
plants are capable of further ex- 
pansion to take care of all Amer- 
ican needs, Deposits already being 
worked can take care of immediate 
needs, and reserves known to exist 
are extensive enough to last for 
many years to come, 

The potash deposit in California 
consists of a porous crystalline 
mass which is permeated by a dense 
alkaline brine. This brine is pumped 
out and put through a refinery 
which takes out impurities and 
turns out a pure, high-grade muri- 
ate of potash. The deposits in New 
Mexico are in the form of salt beds 
about a thousand feet below the 
surface of the ground. Potash salts 
in a pure state are similar in ap- 
pearance to ordinary table salt, and, 
in fact, this is the principal impur- 
ity in the potash deposits. These 
salts are blasted loose and taken 
to the surface, where they are sent 
through a refinery, The product 
from these plants also is a very 
high grade of muriate of potash, 
Some of the raw salt is sold by the 
mines without refining, and this 
comes on the market as manure 
salts, Recently some of the com- 
panies have begun the manufacture 
of sulphate of potash, a form 
needed on some of the specialty 
crops such as tobacco. 


MATTRESSES TAKE 
5,866 COTTON BALES 


AUBURN, Ala.—Etna McGaugh, 
State home demonstration agent, 
said this week that 58,669 all cot- 
ton homemade mattresses were 
made by farm families living in 
seven Southern States in 1939, 
Phe States are Arkansas, Georgia, 
j,ouisiana, Mississippi, ‘Texas and 
Alabama, 

“As a result of this work, 5,866 
bales of cotton were used,” she 
said, “If we place a low value of 
$10.50 on each of these we see 
that farm families conducted a 
$586,690 mattress making business 
in 1939,”

bama Power Company last Friday 
declared the regular quarterly 
dividends on its $6 and $7 pre- 
ferred stock, payable April 1, to 
stockholders of record March 15, 
and on its $5 preferred stock pay- 
able May 1 to stockholders of rec- 
cord April 1.

STEWARDS IN THE KINGDOM 


LESSON TEX'T—Matthew 25:14-27 
GOLDEN TEXT—Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant,—Matthew 25:21, 


Christ is coming again! ‘This is 
the message of Matthew 24 and 25, 
which is the background for the les- 
son of today, Here we also learn 
of the end of the age. To many it 
seems that the time cannot be long 
before that great and fateful day 
breaks upon this chaos which we 
call civilization, These two chap- 
ters contain much important pro- 
phetic truth, but in studying our les- 
son we must limit ourselves to the 
one fact that when Christ does come 
again we shall be called to give an 
account of our stewardship, 

Men are prone to think of their 
life as something accidental. They 
are here and they seem to have cer- 
tain abilities and opportunities 
which they may make use of or not 
as they choose, and then when the 
time comes, they expect to leave 
this world, in which they have 
sought primarily for pleasure and 
ease, and go out into eternity with- 
out any special responsibility. That 
theory of life was undoubtedly pre- 
pared by the devil and is promoted 
by him for the purpose of destroy- 
ing the souls of men. 

I, Christ Makes Men Stewards 
of His Goods (vy. 14-18), 

All men are stewards, for it is 
evident that our Lord has given to 
each one of us ability and oppor- 
tunity to serve Him, The unbeliever 
who entirely rejects or ignores His 
responsibility before God will have 
to answer for His failure to follow 
and serve Christ. So will the pro- 
fessing Christian who denies his pro- 
fession by his works have to answer 
for his hypocrisy. Every true Chris- 
tian likewise must stand before the 
judgment seat of Christ and be 
judged for the work he has done 
in the flesh. 

The Lord has committed to each 
man responsibility according to his 
ability. God is not unreasonable. 
He does not demand that which is 
beyond our capacity. He gives to 
each one the amount of His goods 
which that man is able to make use 
of, and then it becomes his respon- 
sibility to use those goods diligently 
and faithfully. : 

II, Christ Will Return for a Stew- 
ardship Accounting (vy. 19). 

Life is far from a meaningless 
existence without responsibility and 
ultimate accountability. Christ is 
coming again, we know not when, 
but we know that He is coming and 
that He may come today. What 
answer will you and I give Him 
when He asks us to account for the 
goods He has left in our care? 

Well aware are we that there are 
those who scoff at the thought of 
Christ's return. The Bible told cen- 
turies in advance that we should 
expect such an attitude of unbellef, 
and it also told why men scoff at 
this truth, namely, because they are 
“walking after their own lusts’’ and 
are ‘‘willingly ignorant’’ of God's 
Word (see II Peter 3:3-9), 

What a solemn indictment that {s! 
Let us see that it does not apply to 
us. Let us rather be among those 
who are “looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ’ (Titus 2:18). In preparation 
for that day let us obey His admoni- 
tion, ‘Occupy till I come’? (Luke 
19:13), that we may not stand 
ashamed in His presence in that 
day. 

Ill, Faithfulness Brings Reward, 
Unfaithfulness Results in Judgment 
(vv. 20-27). 

The man who because of special 
ability had received five talents had 
a great opportunity to serve his 
lord, and he did so with courage 
and fidelity. So also did the man 
who because of lesser natural en- 
dowments received two talents. 
Both made the most of their oppor- 
tunities and were equally faithful, 
and also received equal rewards. 
We shall not be judged on the basis 
of the greatness or the limitation 
of our opportunities, but rather by 
the use we make of them, That 
fact should encourage the one who 
is by circurmstance or calling con- 
fined to a Mmited field, while it 
should solemnize and stir to greater |; 
faithfulness the one who has been 
given great opportunity. Observe 
that the reward for doing one’s work 
well is not retirement and a pen- 
sion, but more work (v, 21). 

What about the man with the one 
talent? Apparently he yielded to}. 
the ever-present temptation to be|- 
hurt because he did not receive as| = 
much as the others (vv. 24-26), In- 
stead of appreciating the kindness 
of his lord in not burdening him 
with more goods than he was able 
to care for, and doing what he could 
with what he had, he hid the talent 
in the ground and went about his 
own business. Such rebellion and 
carelessness naturally brought forth 
the reproof of the master and judg. 
ment (see vv. 29, 30).

Priday and Saturday, March 8 
and 9, should be red letter days 
for West Coffee County, On these 
dates the first Annual Elba Poul- 
try Show will be in progress. The 
show will be held in the shop of 
the Elba High School Vocational 
Building, 

All poultry flock owners of the 
Elba area who are cooperating 
with the U. S. and Alabama Poul+ 
try Improvement plan and have 
Hloodtested flocks will be eligible 
to enter pens or individuals in the 
show, 

More than $75.00 in cash and 
merchandise has already been 
pledged by the merchants and 
business men of Hlba to be used 
In putting on this poultry show, 
Nige prizes will be awarded to all 
who enter chickens in the show. 

Several 100 pound sacks of lay- 
ing mash, one hundred baby chicks, 
a large number of trade certifi- 
cates worth from $1.00 to $2.50, 
two free theatre tickets to Elba 
show for every person making en- 
try in the how, free meals at a 
cafe, yearly subscriptions to a 
number of poultry magazines and 
The Elba Clipper, and several nice 
cash prizes is a short summary 
of what is to be offered in the 
way of prizes. 

First, Second and Third placings 
will be given in all entries of 
Rhode Island Reds, Barred Rocks, 
White Rocks, New Hampshire 
Reds, White Leghorns, with one 
class for entries of all other 
breeds, such as Light Brahmas, 
White Giants and White Wyan- 
dottes. ' 

In addition to pen entries which 
consist of three hens and a rooster, 
there will be individual entries on 
hens and roosters in the above 
pamed classes, 

Also prizes will be given on the 
best: one dozen brown shelled eggs 
and the best dozen white shelled 
eggs—Iist, 2nd and 38rd placings in 
each class, 

These two days are not to be 
taken up with just showing poul- 
try but we are to have poultry 
specialists from the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Auburn 
who will give lectures on many 
phases of poultry raising after 
they have judged the entries in 
the show. . 

Everybody interested in poultry 
is invited to attend these lectures 
and visit the show. ‘The reason 
the show can not accept chickens 
for entry that have not been 
bloodtested is that bloodtested en- 
tries will come from flocks now 
furnishing hatching eggs to U. S. 
Approved hatcheries and it would 
be very risky to let pens be en- 
tered that are not bloodtested as 
pullorum disease might spread to 
the other flocks. 

All entries must be in place by 
10 o'clock Friday morning. Im- 
mediately following this the judg- 
es will place the ribbons which 
have been especially made for the 
Elba poultry show for ist, 2nd 
and 3rd places,
